ADDRESS 


Of the Anti-Debris Association of Sacra­ 
m ento Valley. 
To the People : The inhabitants of the Sac­ 
ramento valley, being greatly alarm ed a t the 
rapid encroachment upon their homes and 
property from debris thrown into the riveis 
and their tributaries from the hydraulic 
mine?, situated in the mountains and foot­ 
hills through which they flow, and feeling 
th at further forbearance not only cease» tobe 
a virtue, but is a crime sgaiust ourselves, our 
children and the best interests of tlie State ; 
and knowing that our came is the cause of 
all the people of the State, and th at the de­ 
struction of this great valley would be a dis­ 
aster to the State from which *he would 
never recover ; we therefore feel it a duty in­ 
cumbent upon us to mako known our griev­ 
ances, to the end that this question may be 
fully understood, and the remedy applied be­ 
fore it is too late. 
Hydraulic ininirg has usurped the chan­ 
nels of our rivers and their tributaries, as 
places of deposit for its waste material, until 
the channels and the contiguous bottom 
lands have been raised higher than the sur­ 
rounding uplands, and such waste m aterial is 
only prevented during time of floods from 
spreading over the valley, and the rivers run­ 
ning at random, by ievees built at ruinous ex­ 
pense for tem porary relief. 
Our power in 
this direction can no longer compete with 
these terrible enginrs of destruction (powder 
and watei) employed 
by the 
hydraulic 
miners. 
Hence, the continuance of such 
mining, as now ccndncteJ, means the utter 
ruiu of this valley, and the desolation of 
thousands of happy homes situated therein. 
It was officially stated before the late floods 
th at 44,000 acres of cur Very best lauds had 
been covered up and ruined by this detritns, 
and last winter’s floods have added many 
thousand acre» to this num bir. 
I t is no ex­ 
aggeration to say th at no less than 100,000 
acres of the very best laud iu the State have 
been ruined or rendered worthless from this 
cause. 
Can the continuance oí such whole­ 
sale destiuction be longer tolerated ? 
These miners claim they have vested rights 
in the water courses to ri j their mines of de­ 
bris. 
W e deny such an assertion. 
We hold 
th at no power in the U nited States can con­ 
fer tuch right?. 
To do so would be a disre­ 
gard of all law, the usages of civilization and 
the fundamental principles which govern 
mankind, which require th at every one m ust 
so use his property as not to ir jnre the prop­ 
erty of another. 
W e are willing to be gov­ 
erned by this principle, and will accept no 
other interpretation of our rights. 
U surpa­ 
tion may be tolerated for a time, but such 
toleration confers no rights. 
H aving faith in 
the justness of our cause, we have appealed to 
the Courts for redress! 
W e w ant these ter­ 
rible engines of destruction stayed, until our 
rights Bhall be determined by the highest 
tribunals in the land. 
A ny delay in deter­ 
mining the rights of the respective parties in 
this controversy will work serious injury to- 
tbe State and nation. 
In urging the prom pt 
settlem ent of this question, the residents of 
the valley cherish no unkind feelings toward 
the people of the mountains, but claim with 
them equal rights iu the enjoyment of prop­ 
erty and home. 
W e charge hydraulic mining with having 
injured the agricultural resources of the 
State by the destruction of over 100,000 acres 
of the very best laud ; with having forced 
millions of money to be expended in the con­ 
struction of immense levees to protect the 
highlands th at should have been expended in 
improvements and in otherwise rendering 
valuable these vast tracts, and thereby largely 
increasing the agricultural and horticultural 
products of the State, 
I t has been destruc­ 
tion to the m anufacturing interests, by en­ 
dangering the property of our cities, increas­ 
ing the tax for city protection to such an ex­ 
tent as to prevent the investm ent of capital 
for m anufacturing purposes, ar,d in m any 
cases destroying the lands adjacent to such 
towns and cities th at produced largely the 
raw material to be manufactured. 
It has in ­ 
terfered with the internal commerce of the 
State by injuring the navigability of our 
rivers, thereby largely increasing the freight 
charges ou all agricultural and m anufactured 
products seeking a market, and all goods and 
merchandise used among our people. 
I t has almost i revented the development of 
all mining, except th at of the precious metals, 
by increasing the freight charges on all sup­ 
plies for the mine?, and on their products, 
and has also seriously itju red legitim ate 
rniniDg for the precious metals, by diverting 
the energies of the miners from quartz and 
drift mining, the true sourcrs from which 
our gold and silver products are profitably 
obtained. 
I t has levied an annual tax of over half a 
million dollars on all the taxable property of 
the State, which has been and is to be ex­ 
pended in the fruitless effort to so control the 
debris from Buch mines as to prevent further 
destruction to this valley. 
A nd last, but not least, it has thrown out of 
profitable employment m any thousands of 
white men (by substituting for them the 
force?, Chinamen, powder and water), who 
would have formed happy and flourishing 
communities, and contributed largely to the 
prosperity of the mountain counties. 
Can the State afford to further foster a 
business which has produced and is still pro­ 
ducing such blighted effects upon all the 
legitimate industries and vocations of her 
people? W e of this valley most em phati­ 
cally answer, No ! 


T h e V i ne and F r u it P ests — M atthew 
Cooke, chief executive officer of the Board 
of H orticultural Commissioners, has been 
giving m uch attention to his official duties 
in the southern p art of the S tate lately, 
and his w ork has been well received.

T his insect is well 
know n in the northern p art of th e State, 
and has com m itted very serious ravages 
there. 
Mr. Blowers, near W oodland, lost 
2,000 tw enty-pound boxes of raisins by it last 
year. Fortunately it is not an underground 
enem y, and can be easily eradicated if the 
infected vines are treated in tim e. 
Mr. 
Cooke finds th a t the codling m oth, red 
spider (mite) and others of th e insect ene­ 
mies to deciduous fruit trees are increasing 
very rapidly. 
O rchards in th e lower part 
of 1,08 Angeles show the codling m oth in 
large num bers. 
M r. Cooke says th a t the 
red scale-bug found now principally on the 
orange trees a t th e Los Angeles Mission, 
is spreading not only in th a t county, b ut 
th a t he has ju st received from M arysville 
leaves which were found to be infected by 
th is destructive parasite.

OVEF.-SPECULATION. 
There are many indications of an ap­ 
proaching crisis in railroad speculation. 
Never has it run so wild as at present. 
Never have there been so many impossi­ 
ble projects of transportation on the 
money-market. There are no 1 ss than 
fifteen separate routes to the 1’aci‘ic Coast 
already on foot. The two roads which are 
in operation find great difficulty in de­ 
veloping business, but fifteen more thick 
ii possible to make fortunes out of this 
embryo commerce. 
This wild railroad 
speculation is stimulated largely by Euro­ 
pean capital. Just now there is a distrust 
of mo3t European enterprises, and a cor­ 
responding, and no doubt equally unwar­ 
ranted, confidence in American invest­ 
ments. Europe is full ot money needing 
something to do, and our Wall .Street 
speculators are never disposed to decline 
such offers. The consequence is that the 
world is flooded with wild cat railroad 
schemes ; that enormous capital is being 
drawn into them ; and that an inevitable 
crash is approaching. The first low mut- 
terings of the coming storm are to be 
heard even now. The attem pt to kill the 
President dealt a blow at the stock 
m arket which under ordinary circum­ 
stances would have produced no more than 
a temporary depression, but which under 
existing conditions has not been recovered 
from. The first 
indication 
of finan­ 
cial 
stringency 
is 
always 
given 
by 
the 
banks. 
They 
begin 
to 
contract their business. In every crisis this 
movement sets the avalanche in motion. 
The truth is that the banks themselves 
foster and stimulate wild speculation at 
the outset, and that in their endeavor to 
protect themselves they invariably precipi­ 
tate the crash by refusing further aid to 
those whom they have been luring on into 
difficulties. 
It is a fatuous banking 
policy which always commits the same 
blunders, but so far there has been no seri­ 
ous attem pt to amend it. At present it is 
being resorted to a3 a m atter of course, 
and with the natural results. Already 
there have occurred some heavy failures 
among speculative firms, and no doubt 
these will involve others. 
At first the 
tendency to collapse is resisted, but as 
the resistance diminishes the movement 
spreads 
and becomes swifter. 
It is 
probable that before the end of the year 
perhaps before the end of August—there 
will be a crash in railroad securities which 
will sweep away a round dozen or so of 
specious transcontinental projects, and will 
land thousands of rash speculators in the 
mire. As the case stands this collapse can 
hardly be avoided, and unless all signs 
fail it íb tolerably safe to say that it baa in 
fact already begun. 


The Call has begun to discuss the debris 
question from the standpoint of what it is 
pleased to term “ common-sense 
that is 
to say that it ignores all the researches 
and conclusions of science :u the premises, 
and talks as though there existed no means 
of ascertaining anything about it authori­ 
tatively, and as if the haphazard guesses 
of those who had never studied the sub­ 
ject were entitled to just the same respect 
and consideration as the cautious and well- 
grounded views of the engineers who have 
spent years in its investigation. Our con­ 
temporary has in this peculiar mode cf in- 
qniry stumbled upon what it evidently re­ 
gards as a very intelligent theory of tidal 
action upon the sedimentary deposits of 
the rivers. It remarks: “ No one will 
“ question but (stc) the plans of en­ 
g in eers can increase the velocity and 
“ carrying capacity of the streams leading 
“ into the bay. Bat it lias not been shown 
“ how these improved channels and in- 
“ creased currents are to be continued 
“ through the sixty miles of tide-water 
“ between the point where the incoming 
“ tide meets the river streams and the 
“ Pacific Ocean.” " Here the Call gives a 
fresh proof of its singular neglect of the 
available authorities on the subject. That 
which it so unhappily alleges “ has not 
“ been shown," has, as a m atter of fact, 
been shown. 
The engineers who were 
intrusted with the debris problem did not, 
as the Call seems to think, forget to ex­ 
amine into the relation of the tides to the 
subject. On the contrary, they investi­ 
gated that m atter fully, and had cur con­ 
temporary studied their reports, as it was 
in duty bound to do before undertaking a 
discussion of this kind, it would have dis­ 
covered that its notion in regard to the 
action of the tide upon the sediment 
is neither more nor leS3 than what is 
called a “ mare's nest,'1 
Captain Eads, in his report to Governor 
Perkins, thus deals with the subject of the 
Call’» groundless apprehensions: 
“ As 
“ large areas of t-hoals, which are now more 
“ or less exposed at low water, must, as a 
“ result of the correction of the river, 
“ necessarily be built up to very nearly 
“ the hight of the natural banks by the de­ 
p o sits which will be received from the 
“ shallow channels, and aB many deep pools 
“ existing below the sand-bars in the nar- 
“ row parts of the river will be tilled with 
“ the bar material removed, there is no oc- 
“ casion to fear that the rectification of the 
“ river will materially increase the amount 
“ of deposit occurring in the bays in the 
“ lower part of the river. In the slow 
“ process of nature, uncontrolled by art, 
“ Suisun Bay would gradually be reduced 
“ to the width of the river proper, and the 
“ bay of San Francisco would, in turn, 
“ undergo a similar change. But it should 
“ be remembered that it is the maximum 
“ tides and floods which determine the 
“ magnitude of sedimentary channels. 
“ Jlt-nce Ihe rapid drait.age of the raüty, 
“ by increasing the force o f the foods, will 
“ promote the discharge o f the sediment 
“ ¿uto the ocean, fur it will aid the tidal 
“ action in keeping it suspended until the 
“ greater part o f it is fam ily discharged 
“ there. The sediment left in the water 
“ after the construction of the proposed 
“ works for arresting the mining detritus, 
“ will settle much more slowly than that 
“ which now ilows down, and must make 
“ the iujury to the bays a very slow and 
“ remote occurrence,” 
The same distinguished engineer in an­ 
other part of his report says that “ the 
“ inward and outward flow of the tides 
“ will create aad maintain a channel iu 
“ proportion to the maximum volume and 
“ slope of the ebb tide passing through the 
“ channel. 
* * * And as the depth 
“ and width cf the river channel increase, 
“ the tidal water will enter with less fric- 
“ tional resistance, and the volume of the 
“ ebb will be proportionately greater. 
“ Therefore, as the improvement of the 
“ lower part of the river channel pre­ 
presses, the force of the tidal action will 
“ increase, and aid in maintaining such 
“ capacity as the combined influence of 
“ the river floods and tidal action, under 
“ a better system of drainage, will create.” 
The Call will perceive from these citations 
that the engineers did not forget all about 
the action of the tides, as it supposed, but 
that they investigated that subject quite 
thoroughly. Our esteemed contemporary 
will also, we trust, observe that when 
“ common-sense" is opposed to 3cicnce, it 
is very apt to be wrong, particularly when 
the word is used to designate ignorant 
guessing at matters which cannot be un­ 
derstood without patient study and ex­ 
periment. 
We could multiply references to the re­ 
ports of the engineers on this subject, for 
they have discussed it quite fully, though 
they did not arrive at the conclusions which 
our contemporary has reached bv ignoring 
all aids to an intelligent judgment. The 
fact is that the purpose of the engineers was 
to devise a scheme which should remove 
the dangers and evils growing out of hy­ 
draulic mining, without creating any new 
dangers and evils. They never thought it 
permissible to relieve tbe Sacramento val­ 
ley at the sacriiice of the harbor of San 
Francisco. They sought to benefit the 
whole State, and as they were engaged in 
a complicated and extensive undertaking 
they took care to leave dodo of the factors 
unexaniined. The Cal!, having started 
with the crude idea that there was nothing 
in the engineering plans hut a “ system of 
" brush dams,” is gradually learning that 
it has a great deal more to learn. It must 
not, however, venture too boldly to set its 
peculiar 
“ common-sense” 
conjectures 
agaiust scientific conclusions, and if its real 
purpose is to enlighten its readers it will 
certainly have to devote itself to self-in­ 
struction as a preliminary. To tho'.o who 
have conscientiously informed themselves 
on the debris question it is not necessary to 
say that if the engineering plans had been 
carried out fully, the problem would have 
been solved in the most certain and satis­ 
factory way. As it is, that problem now 
remains in abeyance until the public re 
covers its judgment, and until jour 
nals like the Call realize the obligation 
which rests upon them to acquire a suffi­ 
cient comprehension of the actual questions 
involved, and of the views of scienceupon 
those questions, before they take positions at 
all. The prevailing misapprehension upon 
this topic is, as we have been obliged to 
remark previously, almost entirely the re­ 
suit of ignorance, and this ignorance has 
I been increased instead of being cleared 
away by the loose and careless treatment 
I of the whole subject by the majority of the 
: San Francisco press. 


Ralston’?, they organized a furions oppo­ 
sition to the project of the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company, and the success of this 
raid was the beginning of the decline of 
business of which the Produce Exchange 
complained so mournfully in its annual 
report. Had the Goat Island scheme been 
supported by San Francisco she would not 
now be lamenting the loss of the wheat- 
shipping trade. But her press allowed it­ 
self to be used in direct opposition to the 
plainest interests of the community, and 
now the legitimate consequences of that 
piece of fcllv are showing themselves. We 
observe that the San Francisco journals 
have had very little to say concerning the 
report of the Produce Exchange. Is it 
possible that their own responsibility for 
the loss of the shipping business has any­ 
thing to do with their reticence ? The San 
Francisco merchants thought they had the 
trade by the throat, and that it could not 
leave them. They undertook to maintain 
the old expensive and cumbrous system 
of loading ships. They wished to pre­ 
serve the heavy profits which of old inured 
to draymen 
and warehousemen and 
middlemen of all kinds. 
They had kept 
the railroad out of Goat Island, and they 
believed that they could hold the trade as 
against all the rest of the State. But 
events have proved that they deceived 
themselves. 
Trade naturally seeks the 
point of least friction. 
It discovered that 
San Francisco was taking too heavy toll. 
It discovered that by going up the bay this 
toll could be avoided. 
Port Costa, Be­ 
nicia, Vallejo, Martinez are being built 
up, not because of any particular enter­ 
prise on their part, but because San Fran­ 
cisco by her own stupidity and greediness 
has fairly driven away the trade from her 
own wharves. The men who organized 
against the Goat Island project ; the men 
who wrote against i t ; the men who fol­ 
lowed the lead of Ra’ston against i t ; 
are the men who are responsible for the 
transfer of the ship-loading to Port Costa 
and elsewhere. We commend this subject 
to tho respectful consideration of our es­ 
teemed contemporaries at San Francisco. 
It is a most suggestive and fruitful topic, 
and there are many reasons why they ought 
to express themselves in regard to it.

Mr. Vermilya went to 
the place indicated and saw the man who 
keeps the place, and one or two others there, 
but they denied that any one was dead in 
that vicinity. As they stood talking, the 
Chinaman in charge of the place suspiciously 
closed the door.

A post mortem ex­ 
amination was hell in the afternoon by Dr. 
Baldwin, when all parts of the body_ were 
found in a healthy condition, and it is be­ 
lieved she was poisoned. An analysis of the 
stomach will be made. The inquest will be 
held at 11 A. M. to day. As soon as th9 body 
was removed from the place the police were 
notified of the matter, but upon going to the 
place to arrest all the parties and hold them 
until an inquest should be held, it was found 
that all had fled and left the house locked up. 
There is but little question that the woman 
was poisoned by the man to get rid of her, as 
there was loud talk heard about the premises 
during Sunday afternoon and night.

S a x F r a n c is c o , July 25th.—The State 
Prison Investigating Committee met at San 
Quentin again this momicg. The subject 
under investigation wa3 announced to be 
“ Prison Ethics.” 
DR. 51. C. BRIGGS 
Was the first witness called, and was exam­ 
ined at length. He declared that there were 
two incentives to reform, to wit, enlightened 
self-interest and a belief in the existence of 
God and our responsibility to Him. 
Men 
were restrained from crime by the hope of re­ 
ward and fear cf punishment, or by the dic­ 
tates of conscience. The State could not af­ 
ford to cease it efforts to educite the con­ 
sciousness of the criminal classes. The high­ 
est views of human duty were obtained from 
a knowledge of the relations of man to his 
Maker. 
RF.V. J. S. M’nONALD 
Was the eecond witness called. 
For five 
years he had preached once each month in 
the prison to convicts ; found them very at­ 
tentive auditors ; illustrated the good to be 
accomplished by Christian services by read­ 
ing a chaptain from the Scriptures. 
William Ntilson was present, but asked 
further time to prepare further testimony, 
and was granted until next week. 


THE PREMATURE DISCHARGES. 
The Commissioners then exvmined into the 
charge of the discharge of convicts prior to 
the expiration of their term of sentence. In 
one case it was discovered that by a miscal­ 
culation of the former administration a con­ 
vict was discharged thirty days prior to the 
close of his term of servitude. 
In one other 
case a pardon from the Governor wa3 pro­ 
duced. 
t h a t w a t er-w h e e l . 
Pearce, the pri-ou carpenter, v. as recalled, 
and said : On one occasion some 1,600 feet 
of lumber had been ueed in the manufacture 
of a water-wheel. The lumber belonged to 
the State ; did not knew where the water- 
wheel went to ; did not know who owned it. 
In addition to this there was seme surface 
lumber ; could not slate the amount. 
.Judge Ames, «called: The water-wheel 
was manufactured for a grist-mill at Half 
Moon Bay. Witness admitted that he owned 
an interest in the grist-mill; told his partner 
that he might come to the prison to manu­ 
facture the wheel; the object of manufactur­ 
ing it there was to get a ¡(articular-sized lum­ 
ber, which could cot be obtained at Half 
Moon Bay ; had not charged himself with 
the lumber, became there was an open ac­ 
count between himself and the State, He 
had sold to the State some oats, hay and 
wheat; had not charged the State on his 
books with these articles ; intended to settle 
the whole matter ; some prison labor was 
used; thought he had the privilege of using 
convict labor to that extent; there was 1,C00 
feet of one kind cf lumber and 1,000 feet of 
another ; the water-wheel was chipped in 
pieces to Half Moon Bay ; tho convict labor 
used was very inconsiderable ; the material 
for the wheel was sawed out with machinery 
owned by the contractors. 


t h e e x p e n s e q u e s t io n . 
The Commissioners sent for vouchers for 
the traveling and other expenses of the Di­ 
rectors, and much time was spent in their ex­ 
amination. 
The subject was postponed until 
to-morrow. 


JUDGE FRKELOS ON THE STAND. 
Judge Freelon, having arrived, appeared 
before the Commissioners, and consumed al­ 
most the entire afternoon. He had presided 
over the trial of two or three convicts who 
had committed crimes within the prison ; had 
heard a large number of convict witnesses, 
and had obtained a clear insight into the con­ 
dition cf the prison from the testimony 
given by the convicts. 
He detailed at 
length some of the testimony given by 
those convicts. 
From th3t testimony he was 
enabled to express cle iily the opinion that 
the prison did not restraiu the criminal 
elements of society from crime, nor d il it re­ 
form criminals who were brought within its 
influence. In answer to a direct question, be 
declared that from the evidence presented to 
his mind in connection with the trials, he had 
formed a distinct conclusion that a term of 
penal servitude in prison will scarcely fail in 
every instance to return a convict to society 
with his criminal tendencies energized, and 
that with a degree of certainty that his after 
life would bo worse ; had sentenced a man for 
life because he felt that a shorter term would 
be less merciful, as the man would return to 
society only fit to renew his old criminal prac­ 
tices, and to become an inmate of one of the 
eleemosynary institutions of the State. 
The 
man had served one term iu SaD Quentin, 
and the institution had tundí him worse. 
Mr. Neilson—Did you state, Judge, that a 
State institution having made the man worse, 
you sentenced him for life ? 
Judge Freel r —A .ludge must deal with 
the facts as he fiuds them, whatever may 
have been the cause. The man so sentenced 
was a criminal ; hence the sentence. 
In the 
course of his experience as a judicial officer 
he had noticed from the evidences of crime 
adduced before him that cx-convicts from 
San Quentin committed their second and 
third offences with less compunction of con­ 
science than their first, and manifested no 
fear of punishment in the State Prison. 


CONVICT TESTIMONY. 
The convict Eppinger. formerly prison 
apothecary, was 
next examined, but no 
material facts were elicited. 
Convict Vickery next took the stand. He 
testified to a Bixteen months' imprisonment 
by Captain McAllister for charges falsely 
preferred against him by a contractor for 
whom he wa* 
working. 
He had been 
put on a 
diet 
of 
bread 
and 
water 
for many 
months, 
and 
had 
received 
twelve lashes by the order of McAllister. In 
consequence he had threatened to kill the 
Captain. Warden Ames had offered to lib­ 
erate him if he would promise not to carry 
his threat into execution, but he preferred 
incarceration, and had not obtained his free­ 
dom until the departure of McAllister. 
The 
convict manifested much bitterness of feel­ 
ing during the recital of his story. 
It is understood that public examinations 
for the present will close with to-morrow’s 
session. The Commissioners will make ex­ 
aminations of the books and bank accounts, 
and will generally inspect the prison as well 
as examine into other evidences of alleged 
official misconduct outside of oral testimony.

E x e c u tiv e M a n sio n . W a s h in g to n , July 
25th—7 P. M.—The President has dore wsll 
during the day. 
This afternoon the fever did 
not come on until after 3 o’clock. 
I t is some­ 
w hat higher than yesterday, but there has 
been no chill. 
A t noon his pulse was 104, 
tem perature 08.4, respiration 20. 
A t 7 P. M. 
his pulse was 110, tem perature 101.8. respira­ 
tion 24.

E x e c u tiv e M ansion, Ju ly 25th—10:30 p. 
M.—The condition of the President to-night 
is said by Dr. Bliss to be in every way favor­ 
able and encouraging. 
The afternoon fever, 
which came on about 3 o’clock, has nearly 
subsided, and the patient’s pulse and tem­ 
perature are both at this hour below 100. He 
is sleeping quietly, and all the surgeons have 
left the M ansion except 
Drs, Bliss and 
Wood ward, who are on duty. 
[THIRD DISPATCH.] 
E x e c u tiv e 
M an sio n , Ju ly 25th—11:30 
P. si.—In an interview at 10 o’clock to-night, 
D r. Bliss said : The President has had, gen­ 
erally speaking, a very quiet and comfortable 
day. 
There has been no recurrence of the 
rigor, and up to 3 P. M. the patient was en­ 
tirely free from fever. 
A t th at hour, how­ 
ever, the daily febrile rise began, and con­ 
tinued until the evening examination, when 
the pulse reached about its maximum of 110 
beats, and tem perature 101.8 degrees. Since 
then both have slowly and steadily fallen. 
This febrile rise is the usual afternoon fever 
which the patient had all last week, although 
it is a little more strongly marked tc-day 
than previously. 
The formation of the pus 
cavity Saturday does not, in the judgment of 
the surgeons, point to any disturbance or in­ 
dicate any unfavorable change. I t will prob­ 
ably subside entirely before midnight. 
The 
nourishment given to-day consisted of milk, 
beef extract and a little toast, and was sufficient 
iu quantity to fully m aintain the patient’s 
strength. 
No anodynes were administered 
through the day, but the usual hypodermic 
injection of about one-eighth grain of sul­ 
phate of morphia was given after dressing 
the wound this evening. 
There has been a 
fairly copious discharge of pus from the new 
incision made yesterday, and its character 
has been perfectly healthy. 
About two and 
a half tablespoonfuls were obtained when 
the wound was dressed this morning, and the 
same quantity to-night, besides th at taken up 
by the absorbent cotton during the day. 
A 
slight pressure upon the front wall of the 
abdomen increases the outflow, and for that 
reason the amount discharged during the ex­ 
aminations is much greater than that which 
Hows out naturally iu the intervening inter­ 
vals. 
The track of the ball is now open to 
observation through the new incision as far 
as the point 
where it 
passes 
between 
the 
ribs, 
aDd 
when 
a 
pressure 
is 
brought to bear upon the abdomen the pus 
m ay be Been welling out from the deeper part 
of the wound. 
Communication between the 
mouth of the old wound and th at of the new 
incision is still obtained by means of the 
drainage tube, which passes in through one 
and out through the other, and which at ev­ 
ery examination is cleared of pus by a stream 
of carbonized water from a fountain syringe. 
In reply to questions, I)r. Bliss said that 
there is a possibility of the formation of an­ 
other pus cavity, although there is no reason 
to expect it, because the Jischarge is now full 
and uninterrupted. 
.Should, however, an­ 
other cavity form, its existence would lie at 
once indicated by the general constitutional 
disturbance which it would cause. 
“ There 
is no danger,” he said, “ of the formation of 
a pus cavity without the accompaniment of 
warning symptoms.” 
I 'pon being asked whether the blood could 
become poisoned by the reabsorption of pus 
from a hidden and enclosed cavity, Dr. 
Bliss Faid : ‘"H ealthy pus is not taken up by 
the blood, and cannot contaminate. 
I t is 
only when the pus becomes disorganized and 
disease! th at it reabsorbs so as to cause 
pyremia. 
The ¡President has never at any­ 
time had symptoms of pva-mia, and the 
period during which th at complication is 
likely to occur is now nearly past. 
Pyaemia 
generally manifests itself before the end of 
the fourth week, if a t all. 
W e have no 
especial reason to apprehend it in this case, 
and there has certainly been no indication 
of it.” 
Dr. Bliss’ attention was then called to the 
fact th at five of the employes at the Execu­ 
tive Mansion arc suffering from malaria in 
some of its forma, due to the condition of the 
Potomac flats below- the city, and the ques­ 
tion was asked whether the President waa 
not to some extent affected, and whether the 
apparent periodicity of the afternoon lever 
did not indicate malarial influence? 
He re- 
Ídied: "N o symptoms of malarial fever had 
leen obsei ved ia the President’s case, and the 
regular recurrence of his fever between 3 
1'. M. and midnight is due to other causes.”

ders has made his report to Commissioner 
Loring. 
H e shows the tea farm as simply 
one of those exhausted plantations of which 
the south has so many, worn out by succes­ 
sive crops, without care or fertilizing. 
There 
is upon the place an old mansion once occu­ 
pied by a former owner, and an artificial lake 
in which there is not a drop of water. 
The 
money expended by Le Due thus far seems to 
have been mainly appropriated to remove old 
ruins, and in attem pting to rebuild the man­ 
sion audlayingan avenue through the grounds. 
I t does not appear what particular relations 
the expenditure of money for th at purpose 
had to the cultivation of te?. 
General Le 
Due proposed to fill up the lake, build au 
iron bridge over it, and possibly cultivate and 
have his tea planted in pots on th at bridge. 
So it appears, according to Saunders’ report, 
th at the farm is poor, hungry and sandy, 
some portions of which may possibly once 
have been classed poor sand loam, but it can 
now support only the scantiest kind of veg­ 
etation, and has scarcely a trace of loam. 
I t 
is in no sense adapted to tea culture. 
Saun­ 
ders thinks the tea experiments, if they are 
to be made at all, should be made much 
further south. 
H e believed Elorida pre­ 
sents the most favorable condition.

Ju ly 25th.—Sir W illiam Har- 
court stated to-day th at each machine con­ 
tained eleven cartridges, each of which was 
charged with nitro-glycerine and a compound 
similar to gun cotton. 
One of the supposed 
cement barrels had in all fourteen pounds of 
this dangerous explosive m aterial in it. and 
it is impossible to estimate the fatal effects of 
even an accidental concussion upon such a 


mass. 
The Government, he said, is employ­ 
ing every resource to discover the consignors 
and consignees of the machines, having only 
received w arnirg a few hours before the 
steamers arrived at Liverpool. 
F or the last 
nine weeks open threats of such outrages 
have appeared in the Fenian press of A m er­ 
ica, and subscriptions have been openly col­ 
lected for the purpose.

the principal origin of these attem pts at as­ 
sassination was the press.

TRADE—A 
LEAF 
FROM 
HISTORY, 


E d s. 
B e c o k d U n io n : Your 
remarks 
upon Mr. Clayton’s lament upon the de­ 
cline of wheat shipments at San Francisco 
recall to my mind a chapter in the history 
of the State. 
Some years ago, before the 
various terminii of the railroads had been 
definitely fixed, when Port Costa and Be­ 
nicia improvements had not been thought 
out, the railroads proposed to obtain per­ 
mission from the Government to utilize 
such part of Goat Island as might not be 
needed for military uses, for the purpose 
of a terminus for the Central and Southern 
Pacific Bailroads, and a point at which 
grain and other interior bulky producta 
could be shipped. 
The great object of the 
railroad company was to provide some cen­ 
tral and accessible point at which car and 
ship could be brought together—a growing 
necessity of the agricultural interest—and 
yet to have that point, if possible, within 
the limits 
of 
San 
Francisco. 
Goat 
Island 
answered 
all 
the 
conditions. 
I t 
was 
a 
most 
convenient 
point 
for 
this commerce, 
and 
was 
within 
the corporate limits of th at city. 
The bill 
to grant leave to use a part of the island, to 
be designated by the W ar Department, if 
in its opinion any could be spared, provi­ 
ded that all railroad and other property 
thereon should be taxable by the city and 
State. 
I t was provided th at the island 
should be reached by an iron bridge, with 
piers of minimum dimensions, so set as to 
least obstruct the current, which Govern­ 
ment engineers said would cause no detri­ 
ment to the harbor. 
It was alsoprovidid 
that the Government might resume posses­ 
sion of tho island in any emergency, of 
which it should be the judge. 
Had this 
bill became a law, and the railroad company 
have carried out its intended improvement, 
which no one can doubt who has observed 
the fruits of its enterprise, Port Costa 
would have heen unnecessary as a ship­ 
ping point, San Francisco would have 
practically all this business, and the inter­ 
ests of 
the company would have been 
strongly knitted to hers. 
But there was a 
speculative holding of real estate on a part 
of San Francisco Bay called Iiavenswood, at 
the head of which was W . C. Balston. 
He proposed to compel the company to 
bridge the bay at his vacant lot location, 
and bring into great value lands which 
then were and ever since have been a drug 
in the market. Balston had some very pre­ 
vailing ways, and especially knew how to 
awaken 
the 
vigilance 
of 
the 
press. 
No sooner was the bill fairly launch­ 
ed than 
the press 
of 
San Francisco 
became alive 
to 
its 
enormities. 
In­ 
flammatory editorials, day by day, lashed 
the people of the city and State into fury. 
The railroad company were accused of in­ 
tending to destroy the city. 
The mem­ 
bers of Congress who supported the bill 
were called all the unsavory names iu the 
vocabulary of spite. 
No argument ad­ 
dressed to the common sense of the city 
had any weight to allay the storm of un­ 
reasoning passion, though it was clearly 
pointed out that the project was an at­ 
tem pt to create taxable property within the 
limits of San Francisco, while accommo­ 
dating the pressing needs of the State. 
Tho Bhrieking papers insisted th at it was 
the purpose to build a solid causeway from 
Contra Costa shore to Goat Island, and 
this wculd ruin the harbor. 
They would 
not note the contradiction the hill gave to 
their assertion. 
Balston is dead, and his 
peculiar arguments are not now available ; 
and 
theie 
dogs 
are 
dumb 
while 
a 
solid causeway is being built over the 
ground where they saw so much danger 
from an iron bridge. 
These prophets of 
evil saw a necessity for the immediate use 
of Goat Island for defeLeive purposes, and 
wondered that the Government had de­ 
layed for twenty years to crown it with 
fortifications. When General Sherman ridi­ 
culed the idea of such use of the island, 
saying that it was like defending a house 
by putting cannon on tho doorstep, to draw 
the enemy’s fire, he was called au old fool 
for his opinion. 
Public meetings were 
called; committees of “ one hundred ” were 
organized; 
a lobby delegation sent to 
Washington ; every resource of indiunant 
people, outraged in their dearest inter- 
eats, was employed to head off the uc- 
signing knaves who dared to endeavor to 
create a point within their city where 
grain could be easily shipped to the ocean. 
Of course these patriotic people prevailed. 
The papers of San Francisco gained a great 
victory, and drove the business away to 
interior waters. 
They had supposed that 
it was possible to continue a system that 
had grown up before there were railroads, 
and when grain-growing was a small inter­ 
est, viz., the 
landing of grain at San 
Francisco wharves from barges, carting it 
to warehouses, and then recarting it to 
ship. 
This made a profit for teamsters 
and warehouses hard to relinquish; and 
all predictions made, that if San Francisco 
would not have the business on the new 
aud necessary terms, it would be trans­ 
ferred elsewhere, 
were treated as idle 
threats that showed the malice of the 
prophets. 
I will but add th at the present 
jeremiads over San Francisco’s loss of the 
grain trade are necessary results of the 
victory to which I have alluded.
